Majeſties intention being, and ſo hereby declaring Himſelf, That no Loꝛd of any Fairs, oꝛ others 


interefſed in the p2ofits thereof, ſhall by this necefſary and tempozary reſtraint receive any pꝛejudice 
in the Night of his oꝛ their Fairs, oꝛ Liberties thereunto belonging; Anp thing befoze mentioned 


notwithſtanding.
